Read, referred to the Committee on Military Affairs, and ordered to be printed. 

Be it resolved hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That our Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives in Congress be requested to use their best efforts to obtain the 
passage of a law appropriating a portion of the public lands to each of the 
officers and soldiers, or their legal representatives in case of their decease, 
of the volunteers who have served, or may serve, in the army of the United 
States in the war with Mexico.
